works.

The plans and speclfications to beé submitted to
any comimnittee or board of engineera that may be
appointed or selected by Connpclis to superintend
the erection of the works; sald committee or board
of engineera to have the power to modify the
plans and specifications, provided such modifica-
tiops shall not increase the cost @8 per plan pre-
sented without such additiona! cost bé added to our
estimate.
